I  invite  you  to  join  me  under  the 
waving  banner  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts  to  do 
battle  till  we  have  seen  the  "kingdoms  of 
this  world  become  the  Kingdom  of  our 
Lord  and  of  His  Christ."
